This liquidation is 
not for the purpose of bringing represen- 
tative government to Haiti, but for the sole 
purpose of creating a political vacuum in 
order for the Communists to take control. 
“This is the same pattern used to create 
Castro’s Communist Cuba, with full knowl- 
edge on the part of the State Department 
that Castro had a ten-year violent Commu- 
nist record. This record was fully supported 
by the hearings of the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Committée and yet, with this record 
of disaster, our government intends to stand 
idly by and permit a complete Communist 
take-over in Haiti. (This same patiern was 
used in the case of the Dominican Republic, 
and is being used in the case of Brazil-Ed.) 
“The State Department withdrew military 
and economic aid from Haiti and forced 


Duvalier to turn to the Communists for as- 


sistance. The State Department mistakenly 


(again we object to the word ‘mistakenly’— — 


Ed.) thinks that the removal of Duvalier, 
in itself, will solve the problem, but it will 
not -because the advanced guard of the 
International Communist Conspiracy is con- 
solidating its political power in Haiti. This 
will be complete in a few days or a few 
weeks, and will be followed by the move- 
ment of Communist technicians and Soviet 
treops, armament, and nuclear missiles into 
that little country. — 

“Many of Duvalier’s Cabinet Members are 
confirmed Communists and they include 
Clovis Desinor, Minister of Commerce and 
Industry;. Dr. Herve Boyer, Minister of Fin- 
ance; Luckner Chambronne, Minister of 
Publie Works; Jules Blanchet, a French 
Communist in charge of giving- foreign 
aid and economic assistance to Haiti from 
Poland and the Soviet; Dr. Jacques Four- 
cand, Director of Social Welfare, and I could 
name others. These men are all backed by 
Castro and are now -in the process of de- 
livering Haiti to the Communists.
